of gem and jewellery and Cooperative Societies of gold¬ 
smiths and artisans, from any country except the Union of 
South Africa/South-West Africa, Rhodesia and the Tibet 
Region of China, subject to the following conditions :— 

(i) The goods so imported have not been produced 
or manufactured in the Union of South Africa/ 
South-West Africa, Rhodesia and the Tibet Region 
of China. 

(ii) Such goods are shipped on through consignments 
lo India on or before 31sl March, 1979, without 
any grace period, what-so-ever, 

(ii) The import shall be allowed only to exporters duly 
registered with Gem and Jewellery Export Promotion 
Council and Co-operative Societies of goldsmiths and 
artisans and shall be subject to “Actual User" 
condition. 

(iv) Nothing in this licence shall affect the application to 
any goods, of any other prohibition 
affecting the import thereof, in feuve, at the time 
when such goods are imported.
